CLAIMS 

What I claim as my invention is: 

1. (Amended) A condom of tho typo comprioing a th i ck wa l lod, un i vorcal, un i cox, cafoty dovico 
fer 

prot e cting aga i nct communicablo dicoasos trancmittod by tho oxchango of bod i ly 

— f l uids and for provont i ng unwanted prognancy. 

A condom comprising a thick-wall ed, universal, unisex, safety device for protecting against 
communicable diseases transmitted by the exchange of bodily fluids and for preventing unwanted 
pregnancy, comprising: a closed dist al end, an open, proximal end, and a cylindrical wall section 
where the condom is generally an elastic, thick-walled, shape-retaining, tubular sheath of 
longitudinal axis with an inside and an outside surface, comprising a semi-rigid, soft, pliant. 
stretchable wall material defining an open proximal end and a closed distal end, having a 
generally phallic shape, wherein the shape-retaining, tubular sheath is adapted to receive a male 
sex organ via the open, proximal end, and additionally being adapted to be inserted into 
a sexual orifice of a passive partne r such as a vagina and an anus, and wherein, where 
the condom is constructed from an elastomeric material comprising a super stretchable. non- 
burstable, semi-rigid material sele c ted from a group consisting of polymers. USP class six 
thermoplastic elastomers (TPB. silicone rubber, latex or other semi-rigid, soft, pliant, stretchable. 
biocompatible material or combinat ions and derivatives thereof, whereby said shape-retaining. 
tubular sheath is adapted to provide sof t, natural tactile sensation, and, wherein said elastomeric 
material surrounds the penis completel y enclosed, said shape-retaining tubular sheath having 
a sufficiently large diameter, whe rein movement of the penis is made possible within the 
condom during coitus, whereby fluid communication is prevented between the interior and the 
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exterior thereof, and, where, the con dom does not have to be rolled out over the male sex org an 
to function. 

2. (Amended) The condom of claim 1. wh ere the cylindrical wall section of the shape-retaining 
condom is thick enough to allow a p assive sexual partner to insert the condom into a vagina or 
anus without assistance from an acti ve sexual partner T hn rn n Hnm & 1 w h or oin;

3. (Amended) The condom of claim 2. ad ditionally comprising a collar extending outwardly as a 
contiguous shield circumferentiallv forme d around the longitudinal axis of the tubular sheath nf 
the condom, where the collar comprises a tane red neck at the open, proximal end and an internal 
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diameter adapted to receive the male sexual organ and, where the collar comprises a barricade 
to cover the vulva or anus during coitus, such that the condom is prevented from being forced into 
said orifice of a passive sexual participant during sexual intercourse, and where the collar 
provides for female clitoral stimulation.

5. (Amended) The condom of Claim 3, where the collar at the open proximal end is larger than 
the diameter of the cylindrical wall section of the condom, such that the collar is retained outside 
the vagi na or anus during sexual intercourse, and where the tubular sheath portion is of a size to 
form a l oose fit around the penis, wherein the wall of the tubular portion is formed with said 
flexible, semi-rigid material, and whereby the wall facilitates insertion into the sexual orifice of the

6. (Amended) The condom of claim 1, where the condom comprises a generally tubular shape- 
retaining body, and has a first means for retaining and securing to an active male wearer during 
intercourse, and a second means for retaining and securing within the orifice of a passive wearer 
during intercourse.

8. (Amended) The condom of claim 6 where the first means for retaining and securing the 
condom to the penis of an active male wearer during intercourse is a semi-circular, flexible, 
elastic, radially extending retaining strap which is circumferentiallv and contiguously formed 
adjacent to and in communication with the outer edge of the collar at the proximal, open end, 
said retaining strap adapted to be stretched away from the collar to be arranged around the 
scrotum and testicles of the active male wearer and retained there snuoolv, thereby providing a 
securing mechanism in communication with the shape-retaining, tubular sheath for securing the 
device to the active male wearer, and, where the retaining strap comprises a stretchable material 
coupled to the collar at the proximal end thereof, and, where the material is selected from the 
group consisting of biocompatible polymers, thermoplastic elastomers, silicone rubber latex or 
comparable combinations and derivatives thereof.

including the base of th e penis shaft, the strap is harnessed snuaalv around the scrotum and 
retained by the poste rior of the scrotum, wherein the condom is comprising a penis covering 
segment, the collar, t he seminal reservoir or reservoirs, the graduated diameter means for 
r etaining within the sexual orifice of the passive user, an insertion applicator and the stra p 
means for retaining.

direction of an active male wearer's s crotum, whereby said strap is tightly enclosing the scrotum 
of th e active male wearer, and, wherein the strap is stretched around the testicles of the active 
male wearer following er ection of the penis, thereby inhibiting blood flow away from the penis, 
which, in turn, causes th e erection to be substantially maintained for an extended period of time.

comprising a rigid, shape-retaining plastic or polymer form, the applicator having a length

21. (New). The condom of Claim 1, additionally comprising a reservoir disposed in a 
substantially closed compartment inside the closed distal end of the condom, wherein the 
reservoir consists of the closed distal end and defined by a flange, where the flange is a 
circumferential piece of the condom, with a hole in the middle, tunneled down toward the distal 
end of the condom, such that when semen is ejaculated into the reservoir the downward direction 
of the flange is thereby serving to trap the semen in the reservoir and prevent its escape and 
subsequent backflow. 

22. (New) A method of preventing pregnancy and preventing the transmission of venereal 
diseases through vaginal intercourse consisting of the steps of: 

A. Obtaining a condom comprising a thick-walled, shape-retaining, universal, unisex, safety 
device for protecting against communicable diseases transmitted by the exchange of bodily fluids 
and for preventing unwanted pregnancy, comprising: a closed distal end, an open, proximal end, 
and a cylindrical wall section, where the condom is generally an elastic, thick-walled, shape- 
retaining, tubular sheath of longitudinal axis comprising a semi-rigid, soft, pliant, shape-retaining, 
stretchable wall material defining an open proximal end and a closed distal end, having a 
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generally phallic shape, one or more internal reservoir or reservoirs, wherein the tubular sheath is 
adapted to receive a male sex organ, either erect or non-erect, via the open, proximal end, 
and additionally being adapted to be inserted into a sexual orifice of a passive partner 
such as a vagina and an anus, and wherein, where the condom is constructed from an 
elastomeric material comprising a super stretchable, non-burstable, semi-rigid material selected 
from a group consisting of polymers, USP class six thermoplastic elastomers (TPE), silicone 
rubber, latex or other semi-rigid, soft, shape-retaining, pliant, stretchable, biocompatible material 
or combinations and derivatives thereof, whereby said sheath is adapted to provide soft, natural 
tactile sensation, and, wherein said elastomeric material surrounds the penis completely 
enclosed, said tubular sheath having a sufficiently large diameter, wherein movement of the 
penis is made possible within the condom during coitus, whereby fluid communication is 
prevented between the interior and the exterior thereof. 

B. Attaching the non-rolled condom to a user's penis, either erect or non-erect. 

C. Engaging in vaginal intercourse. 

23. (New) A method of preventing pregnancy and preventing the transmission of venereal 
diseases through vaginal intercourse consisting of the steps of: 

A. Obtaining a condom comprising a thick-walled, shape-retaining, universal, unisex, safety 
device for protecting against communicable diseases transmitted by the exchange of bodily fluids 
and for preventing unwanted pregnancy, comprising: a closed distal end, an open, proximal end, 
and a cylindrical wall section, where the condom is generally an elastic, thick-walled, shape- 
retaining tubular sheath of longitudinal axis comprising a semi-rigid, soft, pliant, shape-retaining, 
stretchable wall material defining an open proximal end and a closed distal end, having a 
generally phallic shape, an internal reservoir or reservoirs, wherein the tubular sheath is adapted 
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to receive a male sex organ, either erect or non-erect, via the open, proximal end, and 
additionally being adapted to be inserted into a sexual orifice of a passive partner such as 
a vagina and an anus, and wherein, where the condom is constructed from an elastomeric 
material comprising a super stretchable, non-burstable, semi-rigid material selected from a group 
consisting of polymers, USP class six thermoplastic elastomers (TPE), silicone rubber, latex or 
other semi-rigid, soft, shape-retaining, pliant, stretchable, biocompatible material or combinations 
and derivatives thereof, whereby said sheath is adapted to provide soft, natural tactile sensation, 
and, wherein said elastomeric material surrounds the penis completely enclosed, said tubular 
sheath having a sufficiently large diameter, wherein movement of the penis is made 
possible within the condom during coitus, whereby fluid communication is prevented between 
the interior and the exterior thereof. 

B. Inserting the non-rolled condom into a female user's vagina. 

C. Engaging in vaginal intercourse. 

24. (New) A method of preventing the transmission of venereal diseases through anal 
intercourse consisting of the steps of: 

A. Obtaining a condom comprising a thick-walled, shape-retaining, universal, unisex, safety 
device for protecting against communicable diseases transmitted by the exchange of bodily fluids 
and for preventing unwanted pregnancy, comprising: a closed distal end, an open, proximal end, 
and a cylindrical wall section, where the condom is generally an elastic, thick-walled, shape- 
retaining, tubular sheath of longitudinal axis comprising a semi-rigid, soft, pliant, shape-retaining, 
stretchable wall material defining an open proximal end and a closed distal end, having a 
generally phallic shape, an internal reservoir or reservoirs, wherein the tubular sheath is adapted 
to receive a male sex organ, either erect or non-erect via the open, proximal end, and 
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additionally being adapted to be inserted into a sexual orifice of a passive partner such as 
a vagina and an anus, and wherein, where the condom is constructed from an elastomeric 
material comprising a super stretchable, non-burstable, semi-rigid material selected from a group 
consisting of polymers, USP class six thermoplastic elastomers (TPE), silicone rubber, latex or 
other semi-rigid, soft, shape-retaining, pliant, stretchable, biocompatible material or combinations 
and derivatives thereof, whereby said sheath is adapted to provide soft, natural tactile sensation, 
and, wherein said elastomeric material surrounds the penis completely enclosed, said tubular 
sheath having a sufficiently large diameter, wherein movement of the penis is made 
possible within the condom during coitus, whereby fluid communication is prevented between 
the interior and the exterior thereof. 

B. Attaching the non-rolled condom to a user's penis, either erect or non erect. 

C. Engaging in anal intercourse. 

25. A method of preventing the transmission of venereal diseases through anal intercourse 
consisting of the steps of: 

A- Obtaining a condom comprising a thick-walled, shape-retaining, 

universal, unisex, safety device for protecting against communicable diseases transmitted by the 
exchange of bodily fluids and for preventing unwanted pregnancy, comprising: a closed distal 
end, an open, proximal end, and a cylindrical wall section, where the condom is generally an 
elastic, thick-walled, shape-retaining, tubular sheath of longitudinal axis comprising a semi-rigid, 
soft, pliant, shape-retaining, stretchable wall material defining an open proximal end and a closed 
distal end, having a generally phallic shape, an internal reservoir or reservoirs, wherein the 
tubular sheath is adapted to receive a male sex organ, either erect or non-erect via the open, 
proximal end, and additionally being adapted to be inserted into a sexual orifice of a 
passive partner such as a vagina and an anus, and wherein, where the condom is 
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constructed from an elastomeric material comprising a super stretchable, non-burstable, semi- 
rigid material selected from a group consisting of polymers, USP class six thermoplastic 
elastomers (TPE), silicone rubber, latex or other semi-rigid, soft, shape-retaining, pliant, 
stretchable, biocompatible material or combinations and derivatives thereof, whereby said sheath 
is adapted to provide soft, natural tactile sensation, and, wherein said elastomeric material 
surrounds the penis completely enclosed, said tubular sheath having a sufficiently large 
diameter, wherein movement of the penis is made possible within the condom during 
coitus, whereby fluid communication is prevented between the interior and the exterior thereof. 

B. Inserting the non-rolled condom into the anus of the passive sexual partner. 

C. Engaging in anal intercourse. 

26. (New) A method of producing male sexual stimulation simulating the feel of natural 
human tissue and natural sexual sensation to the male sex organ through vaginal intercourse, 
anal intercourse or by self stimulation consisting of the steps of: 

A. Obtaining a condom comprising a thick-walled, shape-retaining, universal, 

unisex, safety device for protecting against communicable diseases transmitted by the exchange 
of bodily fluids and for preventing unwanted pregnancy, comprising: a closed distal end, an open, 
proximal end, and a circular wall section, where the condom is generally an elastic, thick-walled, 
tubular sheath of longitudinal axis comprising a semi-rigid, shape-retaining, soft, pliant, 
stretchable wall material defining an open proximal end and a closed distal end, having a 
generally phallic shape, an internal reservoir or reservoirs, wherein the sheath is adapted to 
receive a male sex organ either erect or non-erect via the open, proximal end, and 
additionally being adapted to be used as an independently hand-held device for self stimulation 
of a male user, to be inserted into a sexual orifice of a passive partner such as a vagina 
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and an anus, and wherein, where the condom is constructed from an elastomeric material 
comprising a super stretchable, non-burstable, semi-rigid, soft, shape-retaining material selected 
from a group consisting of polymers, USP class six thermoplastic elastomers (TPE), silicone 
rubber, latex or other semi-rigid, soft, pliant, stretchable, biocompatible material or combinations 
and derivatives thereof, whereby said sheath is adapted to provide soft, natural tactile sensation 
simulating the feel of natural human tissue, and, wherein said elastomeric material surrounds the 
penis completely enclosed, said tubular sheath having a sufficiently large diameter, wherein 
movement of the penis is made possible within the condom during coitus, whereby fluid 
communication is prevented between the interior and the exterior thereof. 

B - Attaching the non-rolled condom to a user's penis, either erect or non-erect. 

c - Engaging in a form of penile stimulation selected from the group consisting of 

vaginal intercourse, anal intercourse, and masturbation. 
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
